Final exams have been 
cancelled. 
A series of gas leaks and 


bomb threats have forced the 


shutdown of all major buildings 


on campus, and necessitated the 
evacuation of the surrounding 
area. 

A grim University President 
Dr. Harry Gunning announced 
on Monday evening that these 
radical steps were necessary after 
Edmonton firemen had found 
and defused three bombs in the 
Old Arts Building. east of 


~Cameron Library. 


The trouble began with a 
series of bomb threats on Mon- 
day morning. On Monday after- 


noon students in Tory, 
Humanities and CAB complain- 
ed of drowsiness and a persistent 


noxious smell. Further investiga- 


tion revealed gas leakages in all 
three buildings, which were 
evacuated immediately. 

Panic set in as students 
rushed from the buildings, and 
off the campus. Reportedly a 
number of students were 
hospitalized after being trampled 
on as they attempted to escape 
from CAB. 

John Nicol, secretary to the 
Board of Governors, received the 
first bomb threat at ap- 
proximately 9:15 a.m. A male 
voice, who refused to identify 
himself, described final exams as

“patently absurd” and “prima 
facie- ridiculous”, according to 
Nicol. 

“He threatened to blow up 
the Tory and Humanities 
buildings if we did not cancel all 
exams” said Nicol.

Board rejects UAB increase 


The Board of Governors 
today announced that it has 
rejected the University Athletic 
Board’s proposal to increase 
athletic fees by $8. 

The $8 increase had been 
endorsed by.a portion of the 
undergraduate student popula- 
tion in late March. At that time, 
with referendum polls situated 
only in the Physical Education 
Complex main office, under the 
supervision of department head 
Ed Zemrau and his assistant 
Chuck Moser, 1000 votes were 
registered in favour, with none 
against, the increase. 

The Board of Governors’ 
chairman, John Schlosser, stated 
that they had rejected the UAB’s 
proposal because they felt the 
referendum results were not an 
accurate representation of the 
student body’s stand on the 
matter. 

“['m not sure why, but we 
had this collective gut feeling 
that something dishonest was 
taking place during the referen- 
dum,” said Schlosser. 

The chairman claimed that 
the Board had no qualms about 
the way the pro-increase cam- 
paign was handled, stating that 
the outright threat’by Zemrau to 
abandon the intramural 
program if the increase was not 


granted was “just plain politick- 
ing and was not to be disallow- 
ed 

As well, Schlosser did not 
think the fact that there was only 
one polling station on campus, 
and situated in a partisan area 
had anything to do with the B of 
G’s rejection. € 

“I don’t know why we feel 
the way we do,” said Schlosser. 
“Its a mystifying decision, but we 
all realize that the powers that be 
work in mysterious ways. I’m 
sure that there is a justification 


for our decision right under our 
noses.” 

Zemrau was equally 
mystified. “I just don’t unders- 
tand it,” he said. “I thought we 
conducted the campaign and 
voting in a thorough and honest 
way. Intercollegiate athletics are 
what makes this campus tick, 
and we intend to insure the 


present quality of the program is _ 


tripled next year, even if we have 
to fire all intramural ad- 
ministrators and sub-let their 
offices.” 


comment but Captain Archibald 
Macduff confirmed that foul 
play was suspected. 

“It appears that some of the 
boys and girls were not prepared 
for their exams” said Macduff. 

He refused to comment on 
the University’s decision to 
cancel finals, only adding that “it 
would be lunacy to admit the 
public on campus for at least 
another week or so.”

The Ecumenical Chaplaincy Board (ECB), who fired 
their Anglican, Presbyterian, and United Church ministers 
in March, said, “We were wrong when we said the ministers 
were incompatible with each other.

The letter informing God of 
his termination said, in part; 

“The Board is concerned 
that students are not actively 
responding to your programs.

However, an official of the 
ECB said that God had personal 
failings that made him ineffective 
in motivating student support.

His work is 
entirely done by a group of 
assistants working from a set of 
notes that are almost incom- 
prehensible.” 

“Frankly, I don’t think his 
advice is good enough or keeping 
up with the times. He gave that 
lilies of the field speech to one 
poor kid.

John Savard, long-time 
letter writer to the Getaway, was 
found dead in the’ Getaway 
offices Monday morning. Death 
appears to have resulted from 
acid burns to the esophagus. 
Empty bottles of developer for 
the Getaway’s AM-745 
phototypesetter were found 
nearby, and the Getaway’s 
typesetter, Margriet Tilroe- 
West, has been taken into police 
custody. 


Mrs. Tilroe-West, as she 
was being taken away, was heard 
by Getaway staffers to say: “Yes, 
I did it .. . and I’m proud of it! 
For six long years, I’ve been 
forced to set this man’sinane and 
preposterous drivel into print! I 
couldn’t take it anymore. I 
couldn't take his barging into 
Media Productions at all hours . 

. his leering, laughing stare, 
because he knew, no matter what 
I thought of his stupid letters, 1 
still had to slave over them. . .” 


Mr. Savard is survived by 
his mother, Helen, and his 
computer (unnamed). The 
funeral will be held in several 
weeks, after it has been: possible 
to clean out his office at the 
Nuclear Research Centre as a 
graduate student.

Those who follow student 
politics on this campus may have 
noticed a trend in the system of 
political parties. 

The long-standing 


‘predominance of the Services 


Party is well-known. But for a 
_few years it has been challenged 
with increasing regularity by the 
Acclamation Party. This. year, 
the Acclamation Party fielded 
the winning candidates for all 
four UAB positions, and all six 
GFC: positions for the Arts 
faculty. These were only the 
more outstanding of its many 
victories. 

In a Getaway interview, 
Randy Read explained the at- 


traction to potential candidates 
of the Acclamation Party. “I 
have run six times on _ the 
Acclamation ticket, and it has 
never failed me.” Remarkably, 
no candidate fielded by the 
Acclamation Party has ever lost. 

But the most astute 
observers of the campus political 


-scene say that a new challenger is

Party. In a staftling upset this 
year, it captured. all twelve 
student seats on the Science 
Faculty Council, and five of the 
six Science GFC seats.

The Acclamation 
Party is, indeed, the successor to 
the Apathy Party, but the Vacan- 
cy Party appears to have arisen 
instead from-a nostalgic wish to 
return to former years when 
students had no voice in universi- 
ty government. However, when 
questioned by the Getaway on 
this, a spokesperson for the 
Vacancy Party had absolutely 
nothing to say.

new differential fees structure for

term, involves a_ three-tiered 
structure. 
“First, we want to dis-

Aside from the occasional squabble over who gets on 
top, you don’t hear that much on campus about men’s rights 
anymore. 

Oh sure, there aren’t that many women who go all the 
way on the first date, especially in the professional faculties 
and on the academic staff — but heck — that’s getting 
better. You can’t expect things to change overnight, after all. 
' Yes it’s easy to forget about a lot of issues in the cosy 
confines of the 1970’s campus. But if you stop to think, the 
extent of our apathy here at the U of A is alarming. 

For example, a Getaway survey revealed the majority 
of male students (and some female students) still didn’t think 
they were getting enough. 

It’s surprising indeed that a movement which has been

And although the movement has made progress, we'll 
never be able to make more progress unless we’re aware of 
the issues and have a familiarity with the areas that still have 
to be improved. 

Women are still treating men as second-class citizens in 
many respects. 

Despite legislation to the contrary, men are still being 
denied equal opportunities in employment and job training. 
After all, even at the University, the faculties of Home 
Economics and Dental Hygiene are 100% female-oriented. 
Men are also being denied,.despite the means to control their 


own bodies, access to abortion and birth control pills. ' 


Despite the sexual revolution of the sixties, the double- 
standard still exists. Last week I sat all night in Darlings, as 
any true liberated male would, and I wasn’t even ap- 
proached once despite my 40 inch chest. But worst of all, 
despite the gains of the men’s movement, men are still 
considered by most people to be only the equals of women. 

Even on our campus, where intellectual pursuits should 
consider all aspects of life, there is a shocking and shameful 
lack of Men’s Studies courses. If a man is to realize his true 
worth, he must have access to such enlightening courses as 

“Men in the Soviet Union.” 

As students, it is our responsibility to separate 
ourselves from the preconceptions society has instilled in us. 

Men are superior to women and deserve better 
treatment. Especially here at the university (which was, after 


~ all, built by men), we should try to escape our individual 


concerns and consider this issue with the lack of sobriety it 


deserves. If we do, perhaps we will then be able to put ~ 


women in their place.

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Shortly before his tragic death, John Savard submitted the above mysterious characters to 
the Getaway with the following explanation: 

Several years ago, [saw an ad for Burroughs SELF-SCAN ®panels which claimed that one 
could represent just about any characters with a 5x7 dot matrix: the smallest size normally used 
with computers. I was inspired to look into the validity of this claim, and fiddled around with 
several sheets of graph paper. 

What you see now is a second version of my enormous cast of characters; drawn on special 
graph paper created by a small FORTRAN program using the Electrostatic Printer- Plotter 
attached to the Amdahl. A Xerox copy of the output was used to draw the characters on by 
hand. 

Included in the assemblage are characters for Korean, Hebrew, Arabic, Japanese 
(katakana), Greek, Georgian, Icelandic, Russian, and Armenian: chessmen, slot machine 
symbols, playing card symbols, astrological symbols: mathematical symbols, APL characters..

The level of mz'e enrollment 
at the U of A, as well as the 
proportion of male students to 
female students has dropped 
considerably over the past 
academic year. 

According to some 
professors, this is a result of a 
higher dropout rate among male 
students. “Males find it is more 
difficult for them to please their 
professors than it is for females”, 
said one professor, who asked 
not to be identified. “With so 
many male professors around, 
it’s not surprising that females 
should be given some sort of a 
break.“ 

Craig 
professor in the Political Science 


Carmichael, a. 


department was more open: “I’ve 
noticed both a qualitative and 
quantitative difference in the 
work of female and male 
students. While the written work 
is comparable, women tend to 
take on more ‘extracurricular’ 
work. I find their oral work far 
more stimulating than anything 
I’ve ever gotten from a male.” 
Teaching Assistant Thomas 
Barrett was quick to point out 
that the differences in grades 
between the sexes (women 
average a full 0.2 grades higher 
than men in first year) is a result 
of the different sorts of work they 
perform; “I’ve seen papers that 
males have worked on for an 
entire term that earned poorer 
marks than females have been 


able to get in a single night.” 


Fourth year Psych student 
Carolle Duvalle confirmed that 
it is not hard for a female student 
to ‘make the grade’, especially 
when professors mark “on the 
curve”. “In my experience, its 


true that a reasonable able 
woman, who is willing to do the 
necessary work, has little trouble 
doing well in courses. In fact, 
with the exception of a bit of 
cramming, I’ve never been really 
challenged by a course.” 

The trend of higher marks 
for females is fairly pronounced 


across campus, although there is - 


some deviation among the 
different departments. The 
degree to which females are 
favoured ranges from very high, 
in Engineering (where -female 
students average 9.0, with the 
exception of Ethel ‘Butch’ Bolt, 
who got only 8.9) to very low, in 
Greek studies, where there 
appears to be no_ greater 
preference for either sex. 

Prominent Greek Studies 
professor Archimedes Onassis 
explained, “Its no wonder that 
students don’t do that well in 
Greek; to me, they’re all just a 
bunch of asses.”

Tough period for Donlevy 


The U of A’s Phys. Ed. 
department has made public a 
startling new discovery concer- 
ning male performance in the 
field of sports. 

Dr. A Quack, a visiting 
researcher working closely with 
our own Jim Donlevy has 
undertaken an intensive study of 
the little known “male curse”, a 
physical phenomenon analogous 
to the female menstruation 
period.

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Outgoing Students’ Union 
president Cherly Spume has 
announced that she is bringing 
suit against the student 
newspaper, the Getaway, and it s 
editor Siren Lennon. 
According to Ms. Spume 
there has been “ mismanagement 
and fraudulent use of the 
Getaway’s funds by Lennon”. 
Spume said she wants to “get 
that sucker thrown in the 
- slammer and recover the dough.” 
The alleged wrongdoings 
were according to Spume, 
erpetrated by Lennon 
P phoning off monies from the 
Getaway’s $2.4 million budget to 
invest in outside business in- 
terests for her personal gain. 
Companies mentioned by 
Spume as being involved were 
Getaway Aviation Ltd. and 
Getaway Holdings Ltd. which 
owns and operates both the 
Getaway Hotel and the Getaway 
Motel in Edmonton. 

When asked how she first 
became suspicious of illegalities 
involving students’ union money 
Spume replied, “My first clue 
was the absence of Bub Slug on 
the comic (editorial) page. Siren 
had allocated the funds to pay 
the writer and artist their $100,- 
000 fee and when the‘feature was 
continually missing I began to 
wonder where the money was 

_ going. Clue number two was the 
esignation of Roney J. Bliggens 
as copy editor..I told Siren that a 
valuable staff member like 
Roney was to be retained at any 
cost and to secure the funds from 
the miscellaneous expenditures 
portion of her budget.
